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Bracing for

O Costs of a possible postal strike have 
already started to build: Finance minister

For anyone expecting one of the 
41,400 cheques the province mails 
out every month, the prospect of a 
postal strike is alarming. 

Finance Minister Graham Steele 
held a press conference yesterday 
to lay out contingency plans for 
each department and to reassure 
the public. 

The Canadian Union of Postal 
Workers gave a 72-hour notice on 
Monday. That means postal work¬ 
ers can go on strike starting tomor¬ 
row at 1 a.m. 

Both sides could also work out a 
settlement without a labour dis¬ 
ruption. Talks were continuing yes¬ 
terday, but no progress was made. 

About 10,000 government 
cheques were mailed early, Steele 
said, but as of this week the gov¬ 
ernment has stopped mailing 
cheques. 

“This is a complex, cross-depart- 
mental logistics and communica¬ 
tions challenge,” he said. 

Steele urged the public to sign 
up online for direct deposit. Fail¬ 
ing that, if there’s a postal strike, 



certain government cheques will 
be available at regional offices and 
Access Nova Scotia outlets. Drop 
boxes would be installed at Access 
Nova Scotia centres to collect mail 
to government. 

If necessary, staff will deliver 
some of the cheques, and others 
may be sent by courier. 

Payments to the government 
can be made online, by phone, 
through a bank machine or at some 
government offices. 

Anyone who can’t get a new 
health card by mail will not be 
turned away for medical services, 
Steele said. © Jennifer taplin 
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NATO to 
continue 
mission 
in Libya 

NATO and its partners 
decided yesterday in 
Brussels to extend their 
mission for 90 days. 

“This decision sends a 
clear message to the 
Gadhafi regime: We are 
determined to continue 
our operation to protect 
the people of Libya,” 
said NATO Secretaiy- 
General Anders Fogh 
Rasmussen. 

When the HMCS 
Charlottetown left Hali¬ 
fax in March, no return 
date was given and Com¬ 
mander Craig Skjerpen 
said that hasn’t changed. 

“Things change, but 
right now it’s up to six 
months,” he said. 

In Geneva, the UN 
Human Rights Council 
charged that Gadhafi’s 
forces have committed 
war crimes. A 92-page re¬ 
port also found rebel 
forces committed “some 
acts which would consti¬ 
tute war crimes.” 

The three-member 
panel based its findings 
on interviews with 350 
people in government 
and rebel-held parts of 
Libya, as well as in 
refhgee camps in neigh¬ 
bouring countries. 

It concluded that gov¬ 
ernment forces commit¬ 
ted murder, torture and 
sexual abuses “as part of 
a widespread or system¬ 
atic attack against a 
civilian population” be¬ 
fore and during the con¬ 
flict that started in 
February.

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HMCS Charlottetown has 
spent the spring helping 
clear anti-ship mines and 
taking fire off the coast of 
Libya. The ship sailed on lit¬ 
tle notice from Halifax on 
March 2 as Canada’s contri¬ 
bution to the NATO mission. 

For the past six to eight 
weeks, the ship has fo¬ 
cused operations on the 
town of Misrata, which was 


recently surrounded by en¬ 
emy forces. 

In late April, a pro-Gad- 
hafi force attacked the har¬ 
bour, the last lifeline to the 
city, with small boats and 
laid anti-ship mines. The 
Charlottetown was called 
in to help on May 5. 

“Our job was to protect 
the mine clearance vessels 
from attacks from the 
shore,” said Commander 
Craig Skjerpen in a phone 
interview yesterday. 

In another incident on

May 12, the ship was fired 
on in the dark of night. 

The Charlottetown and 
a couple of other NATO 
vessels were chasing sever¬ 


al small attack boats from 
the area when large-calibre 
machine gun ammunition 
was directed at them. 

“Charlottetown had all 
our lights off so they would¬ 
n’t have been able to see 
us,” he said. “They didn’t 
have radar and were shoot¬ 
ing at the noise of the ship.” 

The Charlottetown re¬ 
turned fire “veiy profes¬ 
sionally and quickly” 
Skjerpen said. “Since then 
the crew’s morale has re¬ 
mained veiy high.”

O Popular forecast great water cooler talk, but ‘no guarantee* of being 
anywhere near accurate: Meteorologist O May in Halifax mostly cool, wet

Hey, there’s nothing wrong 
with being normal. 

That’s the message from 
meteorologist David 
Phillips of Environment 
Canada as its summer fore¬ 
cast shows normal temper¬ 
atures and precipitation 
for Halifax from June 
through August. 

“If I was ordering weath¬ 
er for you, I’d order normal 
weather, because you see 
warmer can get you into 


trouble,” he said. 

The forecast released 
yesterday shows all areas 
of the country should see 
above-normal tempera¬ 
tures — except for Nova 
Scotia, and parts of Prince 
Edward Island, Newfound¬ 
land and British Columbia. 

What’s more, northern 
parts of mainland Nova 
Scotia and Cape Breton are 
forecast to see above-nor¬ 
mal amounts of precipita¬ 
tion, with Halifax sneaking 
in by a hair to the normal 
range.

it was cloudy in 
Halifax during the 
month of May. 

Still, Phillips said it’s im¬ 
portant to take this fore¬ 
cast with a grain of salt. 

“I would never plan my 
holidays based on this fore¬ 
cast,” he said. 

“If it makes you feel 
good that you are normal 
precipitation and normal 
temperatures, then I’d go 
for it,” Phillips added. “But 


it’s a bit of a crapshoot and 
it could be almost any¬ 
thing.” 

What isn’t a crapshoot 
is how lousy the weather 
has been in HRM for most 
of the spring. 

And the statistics back it 
up. From April 17 to May 
17 — a total of 31 days — 
there was just a single day 
without rain. 

“That’s the definition of 
misery,” Phillips said. 

“One of the worst spells 
of 30 days (for weather) 
you’ve ever lived through.”

New Glasgow police say 
there have been no new 
developments in the in¬ 
vestigation of the Ab¬ 
erdeen Hospital bomb 
threat. 

Const. Ken MacDonald 
said that the major crime 
unit has been investigat¬ 
ing the case and is still in 
the process of interview¬ 
ing people and witnesses. 

One of the first people 
interviewed was the 
switchboard operator 
who answered the call 
when the bomb threat 
came in Monday evening. 

That was done “almost 
immediately” at the 
scene, said MacDonald. 

Police are also attempt¬ 
ing to look at phone 
records as part of the in¬ 
vestigation, he added. 

Tips are coming in 
from the public, and po¬ 
lice are encouraging any¬ 
one with any information 


to call New Glasgow Po¬ 
lice or Crime Stoppers. 

“People are calling, say¬ 
ing we should look into 
this person or this per¬ 
son,” MacDonald said yes¬ 
terday. 

“Information is coming 
in from the public but we 
have no strong leads at 
this time.” 

Police say they found 
no sign of a bomb and 
gave the all clear about 
three hours after the 
threat came in. 

The threat forced the 
evacuation of 93 patients, 
some of whom were 
transported to hospitals 
in Halifax and Antigonish. 

The hospital was back 
to normal operations in 
the emergency and in-pa¬ 
tient departments early 
Tuesday.

E. coli origin still a mystery 


O Bacteria has claimed 17 lives and infected about 
1,500 people across Europe © Vegetables from Spain, 
though contaminated, did not cause E. coli outbreak 



The number of people hit 
by a European outbreak of 
foodbome bacterial infec¬ 
tions is one third higher 
than previously known and 
a high number of patients 
suffer from a potentially 
deadly complication that 
can shut down their kid¬ 
neys, officials said yester¬ 
day. 

The death toll rose to 17, 
with German authorities re¬ 
porting that an 84-year-old 
woman with the complica¬ 
tion died on Sunday. 

Medical authorities ap¬ 
peared no closer to discov¬ 
ering the mystery behind 
the outbreak: Why the un¬ 
usual strain of the E. coli 
bacteria is causing so many 
cases of hemolytic uremic 
syndrome, which attacks 
the kidneys and can cause 
seizures, strokes and co¬ 


mas. 

The outbreak has hit at 
least nine European coun¬ 
tries but virtually all of the 
sick people either live in 
Germany or recently trav¬ 


elled there. Germany's na¬ 
tional health agency said 
1,534 people in the coun¬ 
try had been infected by 
the deadly bacteria strain.

► There are hundreds of dif¬ 
ferent E. coli strains in the 
environment - every 
person naturally carries the 
bacteria - but only a very 
small percentage are dan¬ 
gerous. 

► German Agriculture Minis¬ 
ter Use Aigner said 
scientists were working 
non-stop to find the source 
of the germ that is believed 
to have been spread in Eu¬ 
rope on tainted vegetables 
- and where in the long 
journey from farm to gro¬ 
cery store the 
contamination occurred. 

► German authorities initially 
pointed to cucumbers from 
Spain after people in Ham¬ 
burg fell ill after eating 
fresh produce. After tests of 
some 250 samples of veg¬ 
etables, only three cucum¬ 
bers from Spain tested 
positive for E. coli. 


Boy allegedly abducted by mom found after 7 years 


A British Columbia father 
is counting down the days 
until he can be reunited 
with his son in Arizona, a 
boy he last saw almost sev¬ 
en years ago before the 
three-year-old was abduct¬ 
ed. 

Garrett Taylor said he 
will fly Friday to meet his 
son, Valor, and bring him 
back to Kamloops, B.C., on 
Saturday, or next week. 
When the boy vanished in 
December 2004, Taylor 
had custody of him. 


After years of tracking 
Valor’s mother, Taylor got 
the news Monday that 
Jamie Howell is under ar¬ 
rest in Arizona, picked up 
at a laundromat in Chan¬ 
dler, outside of Phoenix, 
by officers investigating a 
complaint of disorderly 
conduct. 

Taylor told a radio sta¬ 
tion he didn’t immediate¬ 
ly believe it was his son 
when he was first contact¬ 
ed. 

“To me, it was just an¬ 


other sighting. In the past 
I got excited and then was 
very, very heartbroken to 
realize nothing was going 
to happen because of it.” 

Chandler police Det. 
David Ramer said officers 
ran a background check 
and found Howell was 
wanted in Canada for al¬ 
leged parental abduction. 

He said the 10-year-old 
boy is in good shape, and 
showed no signs of abuse. 

“He was kind of with¬ 
drawn and aloof when it 


was first taking place with 
officers. Currently, he's in 
Child Protective Services, 
our local agency, and 
they’re working with the 
father to reunite them,” 
explained Ramer. 

The allegation against 
Howell is not an extra¬ 
ditable offence in the 
United States, Ramer said, 
so RCMP plan to go to 
court in an attempt to 
have the woman sent back 
to Canada. 

Taylor and his family 


started a Faceboolc page, 
titled “Find Valor Howell,” 
posting frequent mes¬ 
sages. 

Ramer said Howell will 
be held in custody on the 
disorderly conduct allega¬ 
tion until Canadian police 
can sort out a possible ex¬ 
tradition. 

He said the Chandler 
police department was 
pleased to be able to help 
the father and son re¬ 
unite.

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McGuinty won’t apologize for G20 law 


O Ontario Liberals not calling G20 
public inquiry O Toronto Police 
Services Board review begins 


Ontario Premier Dalton 
McGuinty says public hear¬ 
ings into police actions dur¬ 
ing the G20 in Toronto will 
help the government un¬ 
derstand what to do going 
forward. 

But he won’t apologize 
for the secret law the Liber¬ 
al government passed 
granting police powers to 
detain and arrest people 
during the international 
summit. 

The premier also says he 
will not call a public inquiry 
into police actions during 
the G20, despite more 
videos emerging of protest¬ 
ers being beaten and ha¬ 
rassed by officers. 

McGuinty says he’s al¬ 
ready acknowledged the 
government didn’t manage 
the secret G20 law as well 


as it should have. 

More than 1,100 people 
were arrested and detained 
during the G20 weekend in 
what Ontario Ombudsman 
Andre Marin called a mass 
violation of civil rights. 

McGuinty has said it’s up 
to Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper to call any public in¬ 
quiry into mass arrests dur¬ 
ing the G20 weekend. 

Hearings into the G20 
started last night in Toron¬ 
to, billed as a chance for the 
public to offer insight into 
the role civilian oversight 
should play in policing ma¬ 
jor events. 

Input from the hearings 
will form part of a report 
presented to the body that 
establishes policies for the 
Toronto police service.

Quebec Crown appeals 
Hells Angels ruling 



Woman dies after being 
swept over Niagara Falls 


The Quebec government 
dismissed the logic behind 
a judge’s shocking move to 
free 31 suspected criminal 
bikers, a verdict that called 
into question the strength 
of the province’s justice 
system. 

Quebec rejected the 
judge’s conclusion that the 
justice system is too 
strained to handle the 
workload. 

It is appealing the deci¬ 
sion. 

Quebec Crown prosecu¬ 
tors argued yesterday that 
their strained teams can 
handle the workload. 

The Crown acknowl¬ 
edged that it could always 
use more prosecutors, but 
insisted its team was ready 
to handle the massive case 
load stemming from a ma¬ 
jor 2009 police crackdown. 

The raids reeled in 155 
alleged Hells Angels, who 
faced charges including 
murder, gangsterism, drug 
trafficking and conspiracy. 

But Quebec Superior 
Court Justice James Brun- 
ton let 31 of the accused — 
suspects charged with 
drug trafficking and gang¬ 
sterism — walk on Tues¬ 


day. He said the over¬ 
loaded justice system is 
unable to try them in a 
reasonable timeline. 

“We are 

determined to do 
everything 
necessary to 
ensure that those 
who are accused 
will face justice — 
and that’s exactly 
what we’re going 
to do.” 

QUEBEC PREMIER JEAN CHAREST 


Quebec Justice Minister 
Jean-Marc Fournier also 
said yesterday that he dis¬ 
agrees with the decision. 

“I understand the total 
surprise for Quebecers,” 
Fournier said in a brief 
statement. 

“I would like to share 
my disagreement with 
you.” 

The bombshell an¬ 
nouncement prompted ac¬ 
cusations that the Quebec 
justice system, already 
hobbled by funding and 
workload issues, has tum¬ 
bled into disarray.

Rape victim fights 
to end DNA delays 


Natasha Alexenlco wants 
more rapists in prison. 

A sexual assault 
survivor who waited 15 
years to see her assailant 
brought to justice, 
Alexenlco — featured in an 
upcoming HBO documen¬ 
tary — insists authorities 
often have the evidence to 
convict predators, but it 
goes untested for years. It 
happened to her. 

The Long Island woman 
is the founder of and 
spokesperson for the new 
Natasha’s Justice Project, 
which seeks to erase a gi¬ 
ant backlog of untested 
sexual assault evidence. 

“You’d be surprised how 


many people are not 
aware of the fact that 
(when) an individual is 
sexually assaulted, we 
have the DNA evidence, 
and yet the kit sits on a 
shelf going absolutely 
nowhere,” said Alexenlco. 

Alexenlco was a 19-year- 
old college student from 
Ontario when she was 
raped at gunpoint in Man¬ 
hattan in 1993. DNA sam¬ 
ples were untested for 
nearly a decade. 

A U.S. survey found that 
43 per cent of law-enforce¬ 
ment agencies lack a 
computerized system for 
tracking forensic evidence.

Heroin clinics safe: Study 

O Sites allow addicts to inject drugs cleanly and with nurse’s supervision 


Heroin-related debris, like 
discarded needles, 

dropped 46 per cent in a 
Montreal neighbourhood 
after an injection clinic 
opened there in 2005, ac¬ 
cording to a recent study. 

Researchers are urging 
the Conservative govern¬ 
ment to pay attention to 
these findings and recon¬ 
sider its opposition to 
such facilities. 

The study published 
yesterday in the Canadian 


Journal of Public Health 
says the establishment of 
an experimental prescrip¬ 
tion medical heroin clinic 
did not have a negative ef¬ 
fect on the neighbour¬ 
hood. It says fear that 
more drug addicts would 
be drawn to an area serv¬ 
iced by a clinic were un¬ 
founded. 

“We certainly show 
that it is not the case. We 
shouldn't say no to these 
types of clinics on the ba¬ 


sis of the fact that we will 
attract people disturbing 
the neighbourhood,” said 
Serge Brochu, a Universite 
de Montreal criminolo¬ 
gist. 

The study follows an¬ 
other one by Brochu and 
other researchers, pub¬ 
lished in 2009, which 
looked at crime patterns 
around clinics in Montreal 
and Vancouver before and 
after they opened.

O Consumer spending, meanwhile, slowed down in first quarter of 2011 


Canadians’ average non¬ 
mortgage debt grew 4.5 
per cent to $25,597 in the 
first quarter compared to 
a year earlier, signalling 
that consumers aren’t nec¬ 
essarily clamping down 
on borrowing even as they 
rein in spending. 

Total debt per con¬ 
sumer, including credit 
cards, car loans and lines 
of credit but excluding 
mortgages, was up from 
$24,497 in the same quar¬ 
ter of 2010, according to a 
quarterly analysis by Tran- 
sUnion. 

Total consumer debt 
rose in all provinces but 


increased the most in Que¬ 
bec and Newfoundland 
and Labrador, with debt 
rising by 7.8 per cent in 
both provinces, while 
British Columbians had 
the highest average con¬ 
sumer debt at $36,649. 

“Our first quarter data 
shows a continued in¬ 
crease in the total debt

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Toyota Prius’ faulty steering leads to recall

Toyota Canada says it’s re¬ 
calling about 940 first-gen¬ 
eration Prius hybrid cars 
across the country for faulty 
steering caused by a nut 
that may come loose. 

The automaker says the 
recall affects Prius models 
made from 2001 through 
2003. The move is part of a 
global recall of 106,000 
Prius hybrids. 

The single minor acci¬ 
dent suspected of being re¬ 
lated to the problem was 
reported in the United 
States, according to Toyota 
Motor Corp. 

The latest recall from 
Toyota, which has taken a 
hit to its reputation from 


massive recalls worldwide, 
affects 48,000 Prius vehicles 
in Japan, starting with the 
first Prius models that went 
on sale in 1997, and those 
manufactured through 
2003. 

It also affects 58,000 ve¬ 
hicles sold abroad, includ¬ 
ing 52,000 Prius cars sold 
from 2001 through 2003 in 
the U.S., some 1,200 in 
Great Britain, and 800 in 
Germany, company 

spokesman Paul Nolasco 
said. 

Toyota says loose nuts in 
the electric-power steering 
can cause the vehicle, if op¬ 
erated over a long time, to 
steer with too much force. 


The problem can be 
fixed by putting in better 
nuts and will take about 
four hours, it said. 

Twenty-one complaints 


were received that may be 
caused by the problem, but 
there were no accidents, 
the automaker said.

OTTAWA. Canadian 
governments head off in 
all directions when it 
comes to tackling 
climate change, a new 
tally of provincial and 
federal environment 
policies shows. 

The end result is a dis¬ 
organized, inefficient 
approach to greenhouse- 
gas reduction that won’t 
allow Canada to meet its 
goals, say researchers at 
the Conference Board of 
Canada. 

Len Coad, director of 
energy and environment 
at the Conference Board, 
said his team went 
through each federal 
and provincial jurisdic¬ 
tion and tried to add up 
all the policies to meas¬ 
ure how close Canada 
will come to meeting its 
emission-reduction tar¬ 
gets. 

Coad said that while 
most governments have 
climate-action plans that 
focus on the biggest 
emitters in their 
purview, they don’t 
include concrete goals 
or detailed analysis that 
will drive results. 

Plus, he says govern¬ 
ments don’t talk to each 
other — or to the public 
for that matter — ham¬ 
pering their ability to 
work together to reduce 
emissions.

The Halifax Mooseheads 
hoped to land an impact 
player this weekend, but 
they never expected to get 
one without paying a price. 

That’s exactly the situa¬ 
tion general manager Cam 
Russell finds himself in af¬ 
ter the Lewiston Maineiacs 
folded abruptly on Tuesday 
night. The league is holding 
a special dispersal draft to¬ 
morrow, and while the 
specifics have not yet been 
finalized, the Mooseheads 
are expecting to have the 
fourth overall pick. 

“We’re excited about it,” 
Russell said. “It’s an oppor¬ 
tunity to improve our team 
right away.”

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The Toronto Raptors are 
making a head coaching 
change after finishing with 
the third-worst record in 
the NBA this past season. 

The team will not pick 
up the option on Jay Tri¬ 
ano’s contract for next sea¬ 
son. Instead, he will be 
retained as a special assis¬ 
tant to president and gener¬ 
al manager Bryan 
Colangelo. 

The search for a new 
head coach will commence 
immediately. 

“I have great respect for 
Jay Triano both as a person 
and as a basketball mind,” 
Colangelo said in a release 
yesterday. “J a y deserves 
tremendous credit for de¬ 
veloping our young players 
this past season and our 
most recent win-loss record 
does not appropriately re¬ 
flect his many positive con¬ 
tributions to this 
organization.” 

Triano served as an assis¬ 
tant to three coaches before 
being named interim head 
coach in December 2008 
following the dismissal of 
Sam Mitchell. The interim 
tag was later removed and 
Triano signed a three-year 
deal in May 2009. 

He guided the Raptors to 
a 22-60 mark this past sea¬ 
son and finished with an 
87-142 record as head 
coach. 

“This was a difficult deci¬ 
sion to make,” Colangelo 
said. “But after almost 
three full seasons of obser¬ 
vation and evaluation I be-

NHL to take 
‘fresh look’ 
at discipline 

A new man will be hand¬ 
ing out the discipline in 
the NHL. 

Colin Campbell is step¬ 
ping down as the league’s 
head disciplinarian and is 
being replaced by former 
player Brendan Shanahan. 

NHL commissioner 
Gaiy Bettman made the 
announcement yesterday, 
saying the move was part 
of a reorganization of the 
league’s head office. 

“Both Colin and I be¬ 
lieve it’s time to take a 
fresh look at the standards 
that we use,” Bettman said 
prior to Game 1 of the 
Stanley Cup final. 

“If we are going to 
move to harsher disci¬ 


pline, that change needs 
to send a clear message 
and we think it would 
probably be best to do on 
a clean slate.” 

There had been some 
criticism that there were 
inconsistencies in the sus¬ 
pensions Campbell had 
handed out this season, es¬ 
pecially in the area of 
head shots. 

Bettman praised Camp¬ 
bell’s efforts and said it 
was not a demotion. 

“It would be unfair, in¬ 
appropriate and simply 
wrong to suggest this re- 
orgnaizaiton in any way is 
a diminution of Colin or 
his role,” said Bettman. 

Campbell will continue 
in his job of director of 
hockey operations. 

“I approached Gary 
back in March about sup¬ 
plemental discipline, and 
it was time to have a fresh 
look and fresh eyes at the 
process of discipline,” said 


Campbell, who had held 
the job since 1998. 

Shanahan, who won 
three Stanley Cups with 
the Detroit Red Wings, 
said his taking over the 
job won’t necessarily re¬ 
sult in longer suspensions. 

“I can’t promise you 
how I will view each indi¬ 
vidual situation,” Shana¬ 
han said. “I do love the 
physical aspect of hockey 
and it is a veiy difficult 
and fine balance to keep 
that in the game to allow 
players to play on their 
toes, but at the same time 
know what they can and 
cannot do. 

“I will promise you 
when I do make those de¬ 
cisions, I will tiy and 
make my thought process, 
and everything that went 
into that thought process, 
very clear and very visible 
to the entire hockey 
world.”

Game 1 loss. The injury 
generally takes six to eight 
weeks to heal. Because the 
problem is on Nowitzki’s 
non-shooting hand, most of 
what he does offensively 
will not be affected. 

“I think once the game 
starts, the adrenalin starts 
flowing, I don’t think it will 
really slow me down 
much,” Nowitzki said. “I’m 
not really worried about it.” 

Maybe he should be. 

Because Miami knows 
where he’s hurting, and 
everyone knows how much 
Nowitzki means to Dallas, 
it only makes sense that 
guys are going to swipe at 
his hands more than ever. 

“Somebody’s going to 
swat down on it, whether 
they want to or not,” Bosh 
said. “It’s painful. As 
ballplayers, we all go 
through it.”
